Thieves took the cot fee money, the stamp money and 
some cash from envelopes taken from the night deposit­ 
ory in the 5?edalia Water Department office sometime 
Tuesday night or Wednesday morning, but they failed 
in the first “ vault job” in Setialia in recent months. 
Officials said the break-in and attempt to enter the 
vault was probably the work of professionals. 
Also, ac­ 
cording to Water Department employees, they were very 
neat in their work, because there were no footprints 
from the plaster dust anywhere except in the immediate 
vicinity of where the thieves were working. 
The thief, or thivcs, en­ 
tered the offices by prying 
open the rear window in 
the office of Herbert Tay­ 
lor, office 
manager. This 
gave the burglars access to 
the main offices, basement 
and washrooms. They went, 
according to the theory of 
investigating officers, to the 
basement where they 
ob­ 
tained two 
three-foot-long 
screwdrivers and a pinch 
bar to work on the brick 
vault walls. 


The burglar.'« worked from in­ 
side the washroom on the main 
floor.

\o l as apparent is the secondary effect of 
sub stantial purchases b y now hom e occupants 
for furniture furnishings, appliances, outdoor 
supplies, m aintenance, and autom otive item s. 


Inquiry in Columhu.s. Ohio, chosen for its 
closeness statistically and otherw ise to the 
average United S tates com m unity, disclosed 
that the typical new hom eow ner spends m oie 
than 11.100 for b asic item s in the first y ear 


of occupancy. 


The study presum es that .something roughly 
com parab le is taking place in every A m erican 
city and town as new hom es go np. 


.N’cw house.s, of course, cost a com m unity 
m oney in term s of services not directly charge­ 
ab le or collectab le, such as police and fire

Peace Meet 
Of Princes 
Appears Oiil

GEN EVA GAP) — Pro-W estern 
P rin ce Boun O um stiffened his 
resistan ce to an agreem ent with 
I ^ o s ’ other two political princes 
T uesday night, and it appeared a 
G eneva conference of the princes 
would not even m eet unless the 
U nited S tates could piiessure Boun 
O um lo the tab le. 


Boun O um , prem ier of the con­ 
servative royal governm ent in Vi­ 
entiane,

the 14-nation G eneva conference 
on L aos b ecause it had also asked 
pro-C om m unist P rince Souphanou- 
vong to speak; (2> re|ipated that 
he would not agree to giving the 
defense and in terior m inistries in 
a coalition governm ent to n e utra l­

faction. (3) said again he would 
not hold form al neogtiations here 
w ith the other tw o princes on for­ 
m ation of a coalition governm ent. 


B ritain and the Soviet Union, as 
co-ciiairm cn of the international 
parley on Laos, had invited the 
three princes to G eneva for talks 
a fte r Boun O um ’s refu.sal to give 
up the two key C ab inet m inistries 
w recked negotiations in V ientiane.
